‘Tho weather waa ayuia dull thia morning 
and «Ithough rain-tel! at-frequent intervalé 
the conditions were comparatively caleny 
the wind having completely dropped. 

Tho shipping community, reausured by 
this improvement, was very active throtigh- 
out the morning and the harbour com- 
menced to assuino something resembling 
its normal appenranpe. There waa the 
great chiference, however, that Isunches 
and Chinese oraft usually eo thickly crowded 
along the Freya were roniparatively few and 
far between and such ax wero in ac ndition 
to travel found ample employment at 
greatly enhanced rates. 

The harbeur ia still strewn with all cos 
criptiony of wreckage and dexd bodies, and 
it wilt Lo weoks before this can’ be cloared 
away. 

The water police and those at all other 
stations wlong the water front are very 
busily engeged | in gathering in the dead 
and the total of bodiva. recovered, from the 
water ia being very largely iicreased. 

At Shaukiwan, althopgh, only the, rela- 
ively small total.of 22: bodies has-been 
picked up, hundreds of other corpsea have 
been een being carried out through the 
Lyeemoon Pass.

At Yaumati alone 403 Chinese beats 
were reported missing yesterday and 124 
people reported lost. At Kowloon Police 
station the roll was equally heavy and no 
fewer than 36 bodies wore picked up in the 
harbour during tho-dsy by the water police, 
The Yaumati_ polico recovered thirty dead 
bodies including that of Captain Maxwell 
of tho steamer “Hongkong.”

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


Moeasages of Condolanoe, 
RELIEY VURD OPENED. 

At the Legislative Council yesterday Hia 
Exeollency the Governor made the follow 
ing apeech with regard to the typhoon :— 

* Gontlemen : Hongkong bas just suffored 
from a catastrophe aa calamitous—if not 
more #j—aa any which has previcusly be- 
fallen tho Colony.’ The tons of life and 
propery betwoen the bours of nine and 
eleven on Tuesday morning are, as far a3 
can be at present judged, groater than thosg 
incurred in the great typhoon of 1874. 
None of us are likely to furget the scones 
of that morning, First of all wo saa, when 
the typhoon gan waafired about nitieo’clock, 
ecowda of helpless shipping drifting to the 
east before the'wind, ‘Then the whole acene 
was wiped out hy the blown sheets of rain, 
and an hoor later, the atmosphere being 
again clear, we saw the junk and small craft 
had disappeared and that many of tho 
. larger shipa wore aground or in distress, 
What had happened to the Chinose boats 
was evidenced by the appalling acones of 
desolation along the Praya and the Kov- 
loon shore. I need not, however, dwell on 
ecenea nor recount the losses thit were 
witnessed and are known to all of us. 
THE ODSERVATORY, 

Tt has been enggested in tho Prose that 
touch of the lous of life and proporty would 
have been avoided if the Observatory h 

* given earlier notica of the approach of the

THE BISHOT'S LAST CRUISE, 


Th reproducing tho Litest plotagesph of 
His Lordkhip the Rishop of Victoria whose 
sad and suddan denth jas bean one of the 
ynost painful and tragic ineidents in con 
nection with the disaster in which the 
Colony van ieveliud on the 18th instant, 
wo do cu wath feelings of deep regret, 

Tho whole community hiv been in a 
state of keen saxioty over since the report 
of the wrecking of the househoxt Pioneer” 
came te hand lest the Bishep, who was on 
beard, should have been driven ashore on 
som oul of the way place, hut: from the 
faeta that are ta hand we think we are 


right in nseuming that His Lordship never 


reached land alive. 

We have oxamined Kwong Tai, tho hend 
hoat boy of the "' Pionver,” and from what 
he says Hhere does nat seem to be a glenm 
of hope regarding the Bishop's «afety, 

Farly on the mornitig of the fateful day 
the ‘! Pionoer” wan anchored at Sumehing, 
and the Rishop expressed to Kwong Tai 
awinh to set out for Hongkeng, : 

The boy regarded the weather ax threat: 
cning and told His Lordship that typhoon 
makee come.” 

His Lordship lvoked at the sky and sald 
“Perhaps,” but again asked if they could 
not set ont. Ax is the case with all beat 
boys when brought face to face with necos- 
sity for a dofinite expression of opinion 
Kwong Tai remarked in the usual style 
“plong your pidgin ; [fF you like "—mean- 
ing that if His Lordship commanded thut 
sail should be set they would go. 

His Lardship sgain studied the clouds 
and sea for afew minutes and said '* Twang 
to go to Hongkong," and the boys hoisted 
sail und at 6.30 thé buat set out. 

After half an hour there were signs of 
trouble, the wind incrensed in atrength and 
the sea began to riko, 

The Bishop remarked the change in the 
wenther and asked the boy if there was a 
possibility of getting to sholter. 

Hero Kwong Tai was again reluctant to 
express an opinion nnd said that they 
might. “Very few minutes had gone by, 
however, before the boy felt that: they 
would be lucky if they could keep the 
bout nfloat. | 

His Lordship, who was becoming incroas- 
ingly anxious as to the irchanco of escaping, 
again asked the boy if ho thought ho could 
manage the boat und the boy announced 
then that he thought the beat would go 
down. Tho sen was very big and the wind 
rising evory minute. 

Shortly after seven’ o'clock Kwong Toi 
lowered the mainsailfand stowed ib in tho 
cabin, nnd the boat waa then proceeding 
ander the jib. ‘This sail did not last long 
but tore away ina, very-short time. The 
No. 2 yacht boy and some of tho atudents 
went forward to try and make it fast, whilst 
the Bishop and Kwong Tai hold an to the 
tiller and tried to keep the boat's hend to 
the wind. ~ ‘This was impossiblo. 

The jib became unmanageable and yas 
blown {fo shreds atid tho boat got comiplate- 
ly out of hand, Sho rolled ‘about first: ort’ 
the crest of wavos then in tho troughs, and 
seas broke completely over hor.

The cabin top coming advift the two bout 
boat boys clung to it and rapidly drifted 
from the hall of the Pioneer” which had 
turned turtle. Then it was a struggle for 
lifo for three hours, With every wave the 
cabin top would turn over and shake ‘the 
desperate boyy loose, They would swim 
up to itepain and would just be able to 
get breath when over it would roll ngnin. 
Soveral times, Kwong Tai says, they gave 
up hopes of ever renching Innd, but they 
were rapidly drifting towards Capsimun 
and so struguled on. Ultimately, ax we 
have already recorded, they got ashure and 
walked to Laichikok, where they got on 
hoard the Standard Oil Company's launch 
and came to Hongkong. 


Altogether thore were on the ‘* Pioneer” 
eight persons, the Bishop, four students, 
two boat boys and one cook. 

His Lordship the- Bishop wua born at 
Ramsgate on Nov, 15, 1851, being the 
fourth son of tle Rev. K. Hoare, Hon. 


Canon of Canterbury, He was married |. 


twice, his first wife being the daughter of 
Canon Patteson, und ihn second Miss 
Ellen, T. Gough, the second marriage tak- 
ng placo in 1886. His Lordship was 
educated at Tonbridge School, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, He was ‘curate of} 
Holy Trinity Church, Tunbridge Wells in 
1874-5 and Principal of the Ningpo Train- 


ing College from 1876 to 1878, when ha came f 


to Hongkong. Hix Lurdship wrote several 
theological hooks and commentaries in 
Chinese. 

Up to this afternoon no tidings of the 
Bishop's body had been received, and it is 
to be Roped thnt a aystematic serch of the 
coast line from Capsimun to Pirate Bay—-- 
where the ‘' Pioneer” was found——will be 
shortly made, One launch with a number 


‘| of volunteers on board could proceed and 


drop parties at several spots and they could 
thus quickly cover the ground, It will bo 
necossary toexamino every inch of ground, 
for whilst thero are several small beaches 
there are miles of rocky const where a body 
might be thrown up and never scun from 
the water.
